THE FLYING SAUCER

During the last several months, 

I have been very startled and amazed 
by the many thing s which have been 
made evident to me by seeing many 
UFO groups in operation all over 
the United States. Some years ago, 

I, along with many other people, 
had thought that eventually saucer 
lectures and meetings would be held 
in Madison Square Garden and like 
places, because of increasing in¬ 
terest in the subject. I, however, 
overestimated the average American. 
At the time, I did not realize that 
there were many things which would 
absolutely prevent this event from 
occuring. First of all, we find that

the UFO's herald a message for 
mankind. It is really quite foolish 
of us to think that there is no rea¬ 
son for the space people being seen 
in our skies. Certainly if space 
people are here, then they have 
good and specific reasons for being 
here. Therefore, in the study of 
UFO's we eventually get to the point 
where we begin to ask, "Why are 
they here?". When we begin to ask 
that question we begin to get answers 
which are very interesting and very 
likely to cause us to be forced to 
change some of our ways of thinking. 
It is almost impossible to enter very 
deeply into the realms of UFO's with¬ 
out touching upon the metaphysical 
and things generally unacceptable to 
the average and the orthodox. Whe¬ 
ther it is an unusual astronomical 
theory or reincarnation, there will 
be things which will change an indi¬ 
vidual's .whole outlook on life. These 
are changes which usually call for 
not only changes in thinking but in 
living. The former is difficult 
enough for Americans, and the 
latter almost impossible. The UFO 
field, in the past, has had among its 
numbers Tafrany curiosity-seekers. 
Today, most of these have had their 
fill and have gone on their way to 
some new topic. We have evidently 
been experiencing a distillation 
process during the last few years, 
so that today we have emerging the 
true essence of New Age people 
from the UFO groups. At present, 
we find less and less of the middle- 
roaders who cannot fully accept the 
UFO's and who just don't quite know 
what to think about it all. There are 
even fewer out and out skeptics in¬ 
terested in the subject today. Really 
one might say that the Biblical 
prophecies of the sheep being sep¬ 
arated from the goats is being ful¬ 


filled in the UFO field at the 
present. Indeed, the elect are 
being gathered together from 
the four winds as predicted in 
the Thirteenth Chapter of St f 
Mark. 

Because of these things we 
find the days of the big saucer 
lectures are over. Previously 
saucer books sold many copies, 
but today it is a different story. 
The audience has been refined 
to the extent that there are fewer 
and fewer people sufficiently 
interested to purchase copies of 
these things. Top circulation on 
books today run around 10, 000 
copies on the very best publishers 
and under 5, 000 on less known 
publishers. Today is the time 
of the small groups of very in¬ 
terested parties, the so-called 
"Inner Circle". There the fan¬ 
tastic material which is being 
discovered in relation to the UFO 
and the coming great world chan¬ 
ges and the New Age can be open¬ 
ly and freely discussed to the 
benifit of all. .This is the trend 
at present. As the groups become 
smaller and more refined, the 
material presented from the 
space people and from the re¬ 
search of those in the field, be¬ 
comes accordingly more refined 
and important. It slowly becomes 
more and more the essence of the 
message which must be brought 
out to those willing to listen. 
However, we are not to cast off 
pearls before swine and so the 
space people and others in charge 
of the spiritual development of 
this planet will wait until the 
proper audience has gathered and 
is ready before they will give forth 
the essence of their message in 
specific terms of very definite 
meaning. Thus, even though we 












have smaller circulation of books, 
the information contained in them 
becomes more and more important 
and more and more advanced. 

We find at present far smaller 
numbers interested activly'ih - 
UFO's but we firid a greater quan¬ 
tity of interest than ever before 
concentrated in those who are in¬ 
terested. They are the people who 
have been willing to change their 
minds and their lives as they ad¬ 
vanced in the study of the message 
of the UFO's. They are the groups 
of "doers" who have sprung up to 
carry out the plans of the space 
people and those who are working 
with them. It is well to have a 
great number of people buying 
books and attending lectures, but 
it is more important that a smaller 
number become those who will be 
willing to activly work for the ful¬ 
fillment of what they hear and what 
they read., It has been essential 
to the plan of the space people that 
this hard nucleus of individuals be 
gathered together. It is this nucleus 
that is the prominent manifestation 
of the UFO's in earth culture at 
this time and would be of prime in¬ 
terest to one examining the UFO 
field in the United States today.

SAUCER ANIMALS ? 
by Gray Barker 

(Gray Barker is the author of 
the book, They Knew Too Much 
About Flying Saucers .

On June 30, 1954, Capt. James 
Howard, pilot of a BOAC airliner 
en route from New York to London 
experienced a peculiar sight. Near 
Goose Bay, Labrador, he and 
other crew members spotted seven 
weird black flying objects, which 
trailed the plane for 80 miles, 

They we re probably saying, in 
a reserved,British way, "Flying 
Saucer, " but they couldn't be sure. 
The largest object, ,the only one 
large enough to present any type 
of configuration, was constantly 
changing shape.' Captain Howard 
termed it a "flying jellyfish. " 

Going through a variety of shapes 
it at one time looked like a dart, 
at another time like a dumbbell. 

If flying saucers are solid, met¬ 
allic objects, how can they appear 
amorphous and often insubstantial? 
Although some researchers pointed 
out that the objects the BOAC crew 
saw could have been machines with 
constant configuration presenting 
different sides or areas to the 
viewers, other sightings bear out 
the fact that many saucers do change 
shape and do not appear to be solid, 
mechanical objects. 

Mirages? Hardly. The results of 
an advanced technology ? Maybe. 

But perhaps the answer to this most 
puzzling aspect .of saucery can be 
explained,.if only academically, by 
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applying simple analogy and logic. 

Most every high school student 
has peered through a microscope 
at one celled animals or plant life. 
Amoeba, paramecia, and other 
single-celled animals often appear 
as globes, cigar-shaped objects, and 
even in some instances as disks. 

These very simple animals are 
composed, for the most part, of 
water, the substance in which they 
live. 

Let us suppose that there could 
be similarly shaped animals which 
could live at the top of earth's atmos¬ 
phere, undetected, because of their 
height and :near invisibility due to 
lack of density. 

Should such animals descend into 
denser atmosphere, whether by 
design or through accident or dis¬ 
ability, their density would increase 
more and more until they would be 
in an almost solid state. Being com¬ 
posed of air, they could not be affected 
seriously by rockets or bullets, and 
could hardly be "brought down" by 
conventional means. 

Should such "animals" become dis¬ 
abled and reach the surface of the 
earth, the increased pressure would 
probably result in their complete 
destruction as far as any identifiable 
remains were concerned. Such a 
theory might explain strange globes 
which have fallen to the ground and 
have disintegrated into sticky, stinky 
blobs of gelatinous material; angel 
hair; and other material which has 
fallen mysteriously from the sky. 

Such "animals" when compressed 
upon reaching denser layers of at¬ 
mosphere, might glow. Every animal 
body creates an electrical field, and 
bodies as large as these could create 
a great deal of electrical disturbances, 
often experienced along with visual 
sightings. Such "animals" might move 
be changing the density of their bodies. 


and also by means of cilia, 
as do some microscopic animals. 
It might be possible to achieve 
fantastic speeds by these means. 
For nourishment they would 
likely feed upon substances in 
the atmosphere. Different des¬ 
igns on and within their bodies 
could account for the portholes 
and other configurations often 
seen on saucers. 

Naturally, such a theory 
cannot explain the "little men" 
which have been seen in conn¬ 
ection with saucers nor metal 
fragments; in presenting the 
"animal" theory, the writer 
does not suggest that this can 
explain all the saucer sightings, 
which in total probably represent 
a vast complicated field involving 
a number of different things ---- 
including beings from other 
planets !!

A comment about us by one of 
the well-know figures in saucerdom 
reached our ears the other day.

A Catholic Priest stated that 
saucers are possible. The Jesuit 
theologian, considering the re¬ 
occurrence of saucer reports said 
it "was very possible there are other 
intelligent beings in the universe. " 

The Rev. Bernard Cooke (S. J. ) 
is a member of the theology dept, 
of Marquette University. 

"After all, God's power is limit¬ 
less, and if these being do exist, 
we just didn't know about thepi, " 
he said. The Roman Catholic priest 
added that in the past "we didn't have 
the scientific means to learn about 
them. Now we do, and it's inconclu¬ 
sive. " 

"After all, angels exist and they 
are intelligent beings. So why can't 
we conclude there might be others?" 
the priest said. 

Father Cooke said these "whatniks" 
might be a completely different race 
created before man and given special 
gifts by God. 

"They wouldn't necessarily have 
to be human as we know humanness, " 
he said. 

The Jesuit said he felt their ex¬ 
istence would have no harmfull 
changes on Christianity and perhaps 
it could shed further light upon it. 

"As a matter of fact, if we have 
discovered another intelligence, or 
if they have discovered us, it fur¬ 
ther demonstrates what a tremendous 
creator God is, " the priest said. 

"This is really exiting when you 
think about it, " Father Cooke said. 


"However, the real problem is, 
do they need redemption; what is 
their relationship to Christ?" 

The priest said this posed 
great problems for theologians, 
such as "have they been granted 
preternatural privileges by God?" 
That is, have they been exempted 
from death, and;other such things. 

The priest said that death to 
man is both natural and the result 
of original sin committed by Adam 
and Eve. "It might be that these, 
beings are living in a state of 
"natural happiness" such as 
Adam and Eve were in the begining," 
he said. 

Your editors feel that a great 
many Catholics are afraid to in¬ 
vestigate what they hear about 
saucers and the unknown because 
they think it might be against 
their religion. Perhaps this will 
ease their worries. 

Well, I guess thats about all 
for this issue . We would appre¬ 
ciate hearing from you. --Ed.

FLAMMARION, PIONEER OF 
THE INFINITE 
by Henry Serrano 

One of the most popular authors 
and lecturers at the turn of the 
century was the French astrono¬ 
mer Camille Flammarion. To 
an unusual degree he combined 
the atributes of a scientist with 
an interest in matters of the spirit, 
so much so that some of his works 
have a definite note of mysticism. 
By skillful use of his great powers 
of imagination , he not only added 
to his solid scientific reputation 
but attracted a wide following be¬ 
yond the astronomical circles of 
the day. 

Born at Montigny-le-Roi, on 
Feb. 25, 1842, Flammarion achi¬ 
eved lasting fame for his research¬ 
es on the Moon, Venus, and Mars. 
A prodigious worker, he founded. 
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his own observetory and made 
intensive studies with his tele¬ 
scopes that resulted, among 
other volumes, in a standard 
work of that period, La Plan- 
fete Mars . He believed that 
lOlars was inhabited; also, that 
vegetable life existed on the 
Moon and the planet Venus ro¬ 
tated for a short period. He 
was an authority on nebulae 
and star clusters. 

In a book entitled, Lumen : 
Experiences in the Infinite , 
Flammarion brought together 
his profound knowledge of as¬ 
tronomy and the inner vision 
which impelled him to specu¬ 
late on the history of the uni¬ 
verse, and on such subjects as 
time, space, and eternity. Tran¬ 
slated from the French by Mary 
J. Serrano in 1892,the book 
presented to American readers, 
in the form of a dialogue bet¬ 
ween .master and pupil, a 
hypothetical lesson on topics 
ranging from the existence of 
other worlds to the indestru¬ 
ctibility of the soul and the life 
hereafter, including "the pos¬ 
sibility of the existence of forms 
of life unknown toi the earth. " 

For illustration, the author 
made use of the fact that, due 
to the time which it takes light 
to travel from the stars to the 
earth, 11 it is not the present 
condition of the heavens which 
we see, but its past history. M 
He shows that it takes 1 1/4 
seconds for a ray of light to 
come here from the moon; 8 
minutes, 13 seconds to come 
from the sun; 42 minutes to 
come from Jupiter; 2 hours 
from Uranus ; 4 hours from 
Neptune. From the nearest 
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star, Alpha Centaurus, it takes 
3 years and 6 months; from Sirius 
16 years, and so forth. In other 
words, for the celestial object 
under observation at a given mom¬ 
ent, it is the past; for the observer, 
it is the present. 

This "transformation of the past 
into the present" leads into a des¬ 
cription of many absorbing sidelines 
for experimentation, such as "events 
seen backward", "reascending the 
ages", and "events taking place in 
space. " Light, then, is the mode of 
transmission of the history of the 
universe. " Applied to present-day 
theories concerning space travel, 
it provides much food for thought 
and reflection as to what future re¬ 
searches may hold for man in his 
attempts to conquer the reaches of 
the Infinite. 

Although giving his imagination 
free range, Flammarion nowhere 
lost sight of the scientific basis 
on which his popular calculations 
were made. In a "Table ofCeles- 
tial Measurements" appended to 
his Lumen , he gives the distance 
in astronomical leaques of the stars 
nearest to us, together with the 
time taken by their light to reach 
the earth. Other stars which, he 
points out, number millions, are 
incalculably more distant: their 
light may not reach us for a hun¬ 
dred, a thousand, ten thousand 
years of ceaseless travel. 

"These facts, " stated Flam- 
arion, "will enable us to form a 
more exact idea of the granduer of 
the universe, the majesty of its 
laws, and the absolute significance 
of terrestrial events and of the 
troubles of humanity. " 

Flammarion died at Juvisy-sur- 
Orge on June 4, 1925. His writings 
show that he was a pioneer among 


authors and scientists in their 
concern with the mysteries of 
outer space and the attendant 
problems of travel and com¬ 
munication which we seek to 
probe with our present limit¬ 
ed means. If he was alive to¬ 
day, Flammarion would surely 
be in the forefront of the in¬ 
vestigators of scientific phen¬ 
omena which are now drawing 
more and more serious at¬ 
tention. If he had been able to 
participate in the discoveries 
and achievements of this mo¬ 
dern Geophysical Year, 1957 - 
1958, his keen mind would 
surely have contributed some 
novel link between mathe¬ 
matical certainties and a 
spiritual projection thereof. 

Perhaps history may yet 
prove Camille Flammarion 
to have been the Jules Verne 
of the Infinite.

Some un¬ 
doubtedly would not believe any¬ 
thing was happening even if hit 
on the head by a space ship. 

Oh well, it has always been the 
same old story. Copernicus 
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evolved a new theory, a new 
theory that gradually changed 
the thinking of his time. His new 
theory was that the sun instead 
of the earth was the center of the 
solar system. Thinking had gen¬ 
erally been that the earth was 

the center of the universe- 

that everything that was, was on 
the earth. We were the center, 
weren’t we? My own observation 
is that many people still think the 
earth is the center of the universe. 
That since we are so brilliant, 

so intelligent, so advanced- 

we must be all of it, or at least 
nearly all of it. The astronomers 
have changed their story in recent 
years . Whereas several years ago 
nearly every astronomer stated 
positively that they did not believe 
that life was possible on other 
planets, because the earth was 
so unique, now a great majority 
state without hesitation that hun- 
dredScof millions of stars exist 
and the possibility of,life, even 
life like our own, is a definite 
possibility. There may be great 
numbers of inhabited worlds. The 
astronomers switched signals and 
the people haven't caught on to the 
switch yet. Science, astronomy, 
everything is changing so fast, if 
you want to; be informed, you have 
to be alert all the time. 

Sightings of space ships now 
number in the thousands. The 
reports come from all over the 
world. Even from natives that 
we are prone to call backward or 
ignorant. A comment from a na¬ 
tive tribe in one case when ques¬ 
tioned about their report of a ship 
landing was that "they preferred 
not to. discuss it, it was too holy. " 
Is it too holy for the so-called 
civilized peoples, the people that 
call themselves, religious, to dis¬ 


cuss, ridicule, to slander, those 
who claim sightings and contact? 

Noi not at all. This too will go 
down in history like the witch¬ 
hunts of Salem, Massachusetts. 

The persecutions down through 
the ages when one dared say 
something new has happened. 

What happened in Kearney, Neb¬ 
raska? Here's a part of the 
story. Reinhold Schmidt, reported 
a landing and a boarding of a 
craft and speaking with strange 
beings in a space vehicle. Two 
psychiatrists rushed down to ex¬ 
amine him, and after hours of 
questioning and cross examination 
they made a great pronouncement--- 
he tells his story the same way 

each time, their diagnosis- 

FIXATION! ! He must have im¬ 
mediate mental treatment! So, 
off he goes to the State Mental 
Hospital, Hastings, Nebraska, 
without counsel, trial by jury, 
or examination of evidence of 
similar reports elsewhere in the 
nation. So, here within a matter 
of about two days, a grain buyer 
from California who was able to 
hold a responsible position with : 
his firm, suddenly found himself 
within the walls of Hastings State 
Mental Institution. A pronounce¬ 
ment by the superintendant of the 
hospital when queried by phone 
about the possibility of Mr. Schmidt 
coming to the phone said, "he 
cannot come to the phone; we have 
to protect the public from him and 

him from the public! "- 

Watching the drama develop was 
interesting from here --- 1000 
miles up. Mr. Schmidt was in the 
hospital two weeks, and now he is 
out, working for the same firm, 

doing the same thing, and- 

they sent him right back into the 
middle of Kearney where it all 
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happened! Mr. Schmidt says he 
demanded and was given every 
mental test they had----and passed 
them. His attorneys in Omaha axe 
now sueing the socks off those 
that mistreated him and attempted 
to discredit him. Mr. Schmidt 
upon release was denied the press 
privilege of reinstating himself 
as a normal person in the eyes 
of the public. Most people still 
think he is G-0-N,-E,. because they 
haven't heard the outcome. A 
recent communication from 
Reinhold Schmidt from Kearney, 
Nebraska reads as follows: 

"The Air Force has written me 
several letters. They are now 
quite interested. I got a letter 
from the Air Force this morning 

at_ . A portion of 

the letter reads as follows: 

■'The director wishes you suc- 
ess in your law suit against 
the idiotic individuals concerned. 
Thank you very much for the 
assistance you have rendered."" 

Well, what do you know? Well, 
ho-hum. Guess I'll stay up here 
1000 miles up. It's so much better 
to be able to see things in per¬ 
spective. It's much safer too- 

ho-hum. Darn! That Army Ex¬ 
plorer is coming with its mus¬ 
ical note. Right where I would 
have been caught napping had 
it not been for the sound. Darn! 

You have to keep alert up here 
too!

During Dr. George Hunt Wil~ 
liason's lecture tour of Califor¬ 
nia,, in the Los Angeles area, 
five singular events occured 
which are of great interest to 
flying saucer researchers. Im- 
mediatly following the conclud¬ 
ing remarks of Dr. Williamson's 
first lecture in the Los Angeles 
area, at Rosemcead, a lone UFO 
was sighted over the lecture 
hall. It was a large red light 
which maneuvered slowly over 
the area. This was January 3, 

1958. On January 7, over Po¬ 
mona, the same thing occured, 
except that there were two UFO's, 
just like the first at Rosemead.

No explaination is forthcoming 
as to why the UFO's have shown 
up over the lectures, but it is 
certainly of interest. Many people 
other than those who have attened 
the lectures have seen the objects 
and the newspapers and the police 
are plied with many reports and 
questions by phone when the sight¬ 
ings occur. Many local people 
have become quite interseted in 
this strange event. It:* will be in¬ 
teresting to see if the same events 
continue in northern California, 
Oregon, Washington, Canada, 
Arizona, or Texas where lectures 
are now arranged. The UFOloger 
will have the reports of any further 
sightings.

THE THIRD EYE - "LAMA T. 

LOBSANG RAMPA" 

EXPOSE! ! ! ! ! 

There were more red faces this 
month than the usual quota of people 
who find that their pet belief is just 
a hoax. This one especially, for 
the book, "The Third Eye", was 
proved to be a complete fraud. 

London, February 3,- 

Cyril Henry Hoskins, who is a 
plumber*s son from Plympton, is 
hiding near Dublin, Ireland. As 
the Tibetian Lama T. Lobsang Rampa 
he wrote the book that hoaxed the 
world. 


The book, The Third Eye , was 
first published in November, 1956. 

Since then, it has been publishe d 
in 12 different countries and has 
sold over 300, 000 copies. The 
book tells about an operation per¬ 
formed on the author at the age 
of eight by the Dalai Lama of 
Tibet which gave Rampa the 
use of the third eye, producing 
clairvoyant and telepathic powers, 
and also the power to diagnose 
a person*s state of health and 
humor from his aura. 

Only a few close friends of 
Hoskins thought they knew that 
the 11 Lama" was actually one 
Dr. Kuan Suo, a Tibetian 
scholar. But now even they are 
proved wrong. 

A private eye, investigating 
the three-eyer for several pro¬ 
minent people who disbelieved 
Ho skin *s story, found out that 
"Lama" Hoskins is a British 
subject, has never been to Tibet, is 
not a; Lama. Clifford Burgess, 
the detective, traveled about 
3, 000 miles to get all the infor¬ 
mation. 

Hoskin, who is 47 years 
old, is now suffering a coron¬ 
ary thrombosis. He has made 
almost $50, 000 from the book. 

As a result, the publishers of 
the first edition in England have 
suspended plans for publishing 
the next book Hoskins has writ¬ 
ten, "Medical Lama". 

A special report from England 
said that when the agent from the 
publishers, Seekers & Warburg, 
who, incidentally, published a 
short note in the first edition say¬ 
ing that the material could not be 
authenticated, went to visit 
Hoskins after the "news" leaked 
out, Hoskins said that he is now 

_ 
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possesed with the spirit of a 
dead Tibetian monk, who caused 
him to write the book. When the 
agent asked him to speak some 
Tibetian, Hoskins replied that he 
couldn't remember any because 
he was brainwashed during the 
Second World War. Hmmmm! 

Opinions have been expressed 
that perhaps, only perhaps, the 
whole thing was declared a hoax 
because the so-called Silence 
Group, or the International Ban¬ 
kers, wished to divert any further 
Serious.*attentidn fromjhfs’bdok.: . 

Many people have said that even 
though the book is a hoax, one can¬ 
not help but marvel at the way it 

is writen-with such high ideals 

in mind.

THE IMPACT OF 
FLYING SAUCERS UPON 
THEOLOGY 
by Darold Powers 

What has been the impact of 
flying saucers upon our theology? 
is the question for which I will 
attempt some answers in this 
article. Since each person reacts 
differently to flying saucers and 
accompanying concepts, I will 
be outlining what I feel to be the 
most extreme (or perhaps highest) 
development in the New Age 
theology's, departure 
from tradition. Bear in mind that, 
although a flying saucer fan's 
theology is likely to be different 
from orthodoxy in some of the 
ways out lined herein, only a 


minority of them accept every 
one of these departures. 

To the man unversed in saucer 
lore, it may see far-fetched to 

say that flying saucers-those 

ubiquitous wraiths comedians 
joke about ---- could affect 
theology at all. In the first 
post-Arnold years before con¬ 
tact stories began to be pub¬ 
lished, there were only reports 
of Unidentified Flying Objects. 

But there was considerable 
speculation that these might be 
from other planets; and the ones 
most likely to accept the extra¬ 
terrestrial theory were those 
who had already come into 
contact with stories of people 
on other planets through their 
study of psychic phenomena, 
spiritualism, theosophy, etc. 

Thus from the first recognition 
of saucers as possible space 
vehicles, Ufology began to be 
associated in the minds of many 
people with the theology they had : 
aquired from the unorthodox 
philosophies in which they had 
first become intrigued by the 
possibilities of life on other 
planets. 

Orthodox scientists may just¬ 
ifiably declare that students of 
the strange and unusual accept 
as proof what is objectivly only 
limited evidence. Therefore, 
those imaginative persons who 
hadcalready accepted orthodox 
philosophies and theologies were 
more likely to accept saucers 
than was the general public. And 
because proof to these people is 
often as much subjective as ob¬ 
jective, they were rather pre¬ 
disposed to accept as authentic 
such phenomena as contact stories 
and messages from Ashtar and 
the Mark Probert controls. (Mark 
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Probert will be in Washington, 

D.C. on March 8, and may then 
embark on a lecture tour around 
the country,-Ed. ) 

Probably the type of material 
which has been presented through 
these media has been structured 
partially by (1) the expectations 
of the believers that post-1947 
messages be couched in interplan¬ 
etary terms; and (2) a necessity 
that persons newly attracted to 
saucers and the unusual find con¬ 
tact and e. s.p. messages oriented 
about their religious (Christian) 
background. 

To discover why New Age phil¬ 
osophy has been attractive to 
flying saucer fans, we must take 
a historical approach. Until around 
the 15th and 16th centuries, the 
Roman Catholic Church was imman¬ 
ent in all facets of European life, 
including science. When science 
began to throw off tradition as a 
criterion for truth and began to ut¬ 
ilize experimentation and a philos¬ 
ophy of doubt, the machinery was 
set in motion for the atomic age 
characterized by the perils science 
has created. 

Unfortunately, the tangible re¬ 
sults of the scientific revolution 
did not influence religion to adopt 
a philosophy of doubt and constant 
search for further truth as the next 
step up from unquestioning adherence 
to faith and spasmodic revelation as 
the criteria for spiritual growth 
(though not in basic value), man in 
general and intellectual leaders in 
particular, have noted that religion 
has become unable to provide suf¬ 
ficient knowledge and power to 
control science and nations. The 
consequent disenchantment with 
religion has created a vacuum in 
man’s life. The thinking men of the 
world are faced with a dilemma: 
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either they accept orthodox 
religion, even though it can¬ 
not satisfy them, or they 
become strangers to the her¬ 
itage of their immediate cul¬ 
ture and strike out for them¬ 
selves upon the vistas of life 
which appear uncharted. 

Into this vacuum a series 
of new philosophies has come. 

A good example of one of 
theaeis spiritualism. The 
spiritualist craze of the late 
19th and early 20th centuries 
may be likened to the current 
flying saucer era. The mass 
of New Age thought which has 
become associated with flying 
saucers is not entirely unique, 
but an outgrowth of a spiritual 
quest which began back at the 
time of the Reformation and 
scientific revolution. With the 
world in the throes of a peril¬ 
ous age of blind science, the 
spiritual vacuum is becoming 
more apparent, while the 
spiritual quest is, constantly 
becoming more important. 

My thesis is that civilization's 
current dilemma stems from re¬ 
ligion's persistence upon the 
criteria of faith and spasdomic 
revelation for spiritual truth. 
Because of this persistence, 
man has been held back by 
ignorance and fear from the 
highest spiritual wisdom and 
knowledge of which he is cap¬ 
able. Given the opportunity 
to advance in spiritual wisdom 
and power, man will gain the 
ability to transcend war through 
creative peace. If we are to 
achieve that ongoing peace 
which has been kept too long from 
our thirsting souls, then we must 
either reconstruct religion to 
utilize a scientific approach to 
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the spiritual, or we must leave 
a dying religion and search for 
something better. Whichever 
happens, New Age theology will 
play a basic role in the transfor- 
amticon of Earth from war to 

peace-both as the impetus 

for new religious flexibility, 
and as the new system toward 
which religion may ultimately 
give way. Therefore, it may 
prove providential for civili¬ 
zation that flying saucers ar¬ 
rived in force at the begining 
of the atomic age. Saucers are 
both a symbol of New Age theo¬ 
logy and a major attraction to 
it. However, let me warn that 
New Age theology as it now stands 
is far from being a complete 
panacea, since it is in danger of 
corrosion from gullibility, fraud, 
and the eschatological escapism 
which would permit saucer bel¬ 
ievers to somehow escape the 
last throes of civilization's 
traumatic death. 

New Age philosophy is appealing 
for several reasons: it may re¬ 
place the spiritual vacuum; it 
is something new, novel, and 
fresh; it may provide the inspir¬ 
ation and hope the present world 
situation cannot; and it may pro¬ 
vide for a perilous world a sense 
of cosmic security. 

Conversly, several factors 
make it difficult for New Age 
thoughts to gain acceptance (and 
even for UFO reports to gain a 
hearing): the tremendous hold 
the traditionalism orthodox rel¬ 
igion has aquired over man; the 
fear of the unknown, of being 
spiritualy uprooted; and the fear 
and insecurity of the cold war 
produces a force tending to make 
man cling to the "tried and tested" 
faith s. 


The sputniks emerging from 
the arms race may in part con¬ 
duce acceptance for New Age 
ideas, insofar as they focus 
attention upon projected outer 
space travel, there will be a 
growing tendency to realize 
that if we can expect to travel 
to other planets, then those of 
other planets might venture to 
earth. We will hope that what¬ 
ever self-exaltation we indulge 
in because of the sputniks will 
be counterbalanced by the proper 
interplanetary perspective pro¬ 
vided by New Age philosophy. 

Let us turn now to specific 
ways in which the theology 
associated with interplanetary 
contacts differs from that of 
conventional religion. In gen¬ 
eral, New Age theology is big, 
sweeping, and optimistic, pre¬ 
senting a life structure tremen¬ 
dously expanded in all facets 
and dimensions. 

The new theology is less 
God-centered than is orthodox 
theology. God has become at 
once the intimate, living reality 
of personal soul consciousness, 
and an all-embracing, infinite 
spirit of Father Love. But the 
Godhead may also seem infinit¬ 
ely divisible, as a type of poly¬ 
theism is revealed-a Jiier:- 

archy of’the most-highly-devel¬ 
oped souls, each the spiritual 
logos of a sector of the cosmos. 
Christ is not usually thought of 
in New Age theology as God 
incarnate. Instead, he has be- 
c ome a variety of entities to 
a variety of people; a great 
mystic-medium of history; a 
man who, sent from another 
planet to help us in New Testa- 
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ment times* is now commanding 
the space ships of this solar 
system; or an even higher spirit 
entity which “may manifest through 
and in developing souls; and so on. 

New Age theology has significantly 
altered the man-God relation. No 
longer is man the humble, depraved, 
sinning creation of an overriding 
Deity. The difference between man 
and God is now viewed as only a 
difference in growth: God is noth¬ 
ing now that man cannbt someday 
be himself. The entities inter¬ 
mediary in growth between man 
and God might very lossely be 
likened to angels. 

The concept of good and evil 
has also been altered. No longer 
is the moral code viewed as some¬ 
thing imposed externally by God 
upon rebellious man. Christ's 
emphasis upon the spirit of the 
law has found its home in the 
New Age theology which views the 
difference between good and evil 
as a matter of growth. That there 
is no discernible absolute standard 
of good and evil does not mean that 
tomorrow's man will have no im¬ 
petus to good; rather, the deepest 
implications of the new theology 
is that man, no longer mired in 
fear of evil, will be able to tran¬ 
scend today's evil in a leap which 
will eventually take him far bey¬ 
ond what may today be considered 
the highest good of which man is 
capable. 

The new theology generally 
looks at life after death differently 
than orthodoxy does; its concepts 
may go under various titles, such 
as spiritualism, reincarnation, 
and theosophy. Flying saucer 
contact stories give a picture of 
a continuous flow of an individual's 
personality and consciousness 
throughout time, transitioning 


through various forms and 
states. Although most persons 
adhering to New Age theology 
do revere Christ in one way 
or another, Chrsit is generally 
not held to be the means of 
salvation, because (a) there 
is nothing from which to be 
saved, and (b) man is his own 
salvation. A man who was 
evil on earth is likely to con¬ 
tinue the same way after death, 
attracting to himself whatever 
fruits (or punishment) his 
acts bear. A man who was 
good on earth is likely to con¬ 
tinue to be good after death, 
attracting to himself whatever 
fruits (or rewards) his acts 
bear. The evil man will stay 
in a hellish state only: so long 
as he merits it, and the good 
man can advance yet further 
through heaven-like realms, 
depending on how well he learns. 
In this sense, then, there is 
nothing from which to be saved, 
and basically man saves him¬ 
self by his acts, although he 
may be lead by "the indwelling 
Christ". 

Although New Age theolgy 
may differ from the Bible in 
several ways, aSLshown above, 
its eschatology is often or¬ 
iented about Biblical prophe¬ 
cies, especially those of Rev¬ 
elations. Why do flying sa&cer 
contact stories usually contain 
prophetic references to the 
future? The most obvious 
answer is that both the contact 
stories and the prophecies are 
authentic. Even so, I feel that 
part of the propensity to pro¬ 
phesy stems from a combin¬ 
ation of our desire for an out- 
from atomic peril, our back¬ 
ground of Christian eschatology,

and our conception of flying 
saucers as: (a) necessarily 
symbolic of impending great 
events just because of their 
novelty, and (b) a sign that 
other planets want to help us. 
Flying saucer lore is facinat- 
ingly permeated with warnings 
and predictions of dire social 

and physcial events on earth- 

a necessary "purification 11 
process from which the spirit¬ 
ually-progressed men of earth 
will in the end benifit. This 
New Age eschatology may dif¬ 
fer from that of the Bible in 
such areas as the final judge¬ 
ment and the nature of the last 
days. Also, flying saucer pilots 
are seen as an angelic crew 
helping the distressed endure 
and/or .escape the last days. 

It is this emphasis upon doom 
and escape which I can least 
condone among the many impacts 
flying’ saucers have had upon 
theology. In the first place, 
talk of doom is superfluous in 
these times. Secondly, to a 
person who has recently joined 
the ranks of saucer enthusiasts 
and who may be feeling acutely his 
departure from the security of 
traditionalism, all the talk of 
floods and earthquakes may be 
traumatic ally frightening and 
disconcerting. I do not even nec¬ 
essarily believe that extra-terres- 
trails ever originally wished to 
present such a picture of doom as 
we, with our Biblical orientations 
and concern with the arms race, 
have managed to conjure. Fear, 
coupled with the fresh perspective 
and thought provided by extra¬ 
terrestrials, could in theory im¬ 
pel saucer fans to work for peace. 
But often it appears saucer fans 
are more interested in their own 


peace than in world peace. Maybe 
one reason saucer fans don't work 
harder; to utilize the powerful 
spiritual concepts and forces of 
the new theology in international 
relations is that (a) they don't 
expect to be around very long, 
and (b) they feel civilization is 
doomed anyway. Any person who 
has felt the true spiritual impact 
of the new theology must deplore 
this escapism. Although I have 
studied- some New Age prophecy, 

I still belive that probably the 
forces at work for the preserva¬ 
tion or destruction of civilization 
will remain the ones familiar to 
politicians and churchmen for 
at least several more decades. 

To expect earth to be catastro¬ 
phically "purified" tomorrow 
for our benifit is to avoid our 
responsibility for the creation 
of peace. Let us act as though 
man, using New Age concepts, 
can himself purify earth without 
gross intervention by nature or 
flying saucers. Even though we 
knew beyonjd a shadow of a doubt 
that civilization would go pooof 
at a certain time, the only ac¬ 
ceptable preparation would be 
our unceasing effort to create 
peace anyway and to avoid the 
need for tragedy.
